teams, the Reds and the Whites and 
great enthusia sm was shown in the 
games, one being won by each team. 
The value of 
supervised 
p l a y ­ 
grounds was clearly demonstrated in 
th e way in which every child be­ 
came Interested in lite organized play 
and took p a rt In the games instead 
of a few rem aining on the outside as 
mere spectators. 
On the first day of the session t h e 
girls and boys were given ta gs on 
which were printed the list of s t u n t s 
which they were to do. 
For the girls th ere were s u it a b le 
athletic tests, m ak in g of n a t u re dolls, 
earing for a child half an h o u r a day 
for the five days, p rep a rin g one s im ­ 
ple food article, cooking and se rving 
one meal and m any o th e r stu nts. 
F o r th e boys besides th e athletic 
tests which were those used in reg ­ 
u la r tract meets, th e re were such 
stunts as m ow ing and trim m in g a 
lawn, s w attin g twenty-five tiles a day 
for five days, r u n n i n g tnt one errand 
a day for five days, and m a k in g a 
kite which would fly.
